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Detailed Action 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission of IDS filed concurrently with the RCE on 12/05/2005 has been entered 
and considered. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose and/or teach: 

• An appliance for evacuating a flexible container, as recited in claim 1, that 
includes in combination: a recess defined in a base housing and in commxmication 
with a vacuum source, a removable drip pan resting in the recess, and at least one 
door hingeably mounted to the base housing and closable over the drip pan, and 
wherein the drip pan is made of a heat resistant material; 

• A method for evacuating a flexible container, as recited in claim 10, that includes 
the steps of: isolating an open end of a flexible container having an amount of 
liquid fi*om ambient air in a vacuum sealing appUance, vacuuming and drawing a 
portion of the liquid into a removable drip pan, sealing the container, removing 
the container, and removing the drip pan fi-om the vacuum sealing appliance, and 
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wherein the drip pan is made of a heat resistant material; 

• An apparatus for evacuating and sealing a plastic bag, as recited in claim 15, that 
includes in combination: a base housing with a vacuum source mounted therein, a 
removable drip pan resting in the base and in communication with the vacuimi 
source via a nozzle extending partially over the drip pan, a pair of doors hingeably 
mounted to the base housing and surrounding the nozzle; and a heating element 
moimted on one of the doors for heating a bag positioned around the nozzle, and 
wherein the drip pan is dishwasher-safe; 

• A removable drip pan for a vacuum-sealing appliance containing a vacuimi inlet 
mounted in a base, as recited in claim 21, that includes in combination: an upper 
vacuum port upstanding from a bottom of a recess defined within the pan, and a 
lower connection in conraiunication with the vacuum port and defined on the 
bottom of the drip pan, and wherein the drip pan is made of a heat resistant 
material.
